again are involved. Sometimes 
it's almost an impossibility far 
the department to answer a 
complaint and deliver the paper 
to a customer with an invisible 
house number.

(AP) - Americans landed on 
the moon today lor the sixth 
and perhaps filial tins in this 
century. Apollo It1* haw craft 


•rChnUangsr touched *wn in a 


rugged box canyon for the start 
of a, three-day search for 
knowledge. 


Astronauts Eugene A. Cer- 


nan, a Navy pilot on his third 
space flight, and Harrison H. 
Schmitt, the first American sci- 
entist in space, guided Chal- 
lenger over lunar mountains 
and down to the crater-pocked 
floor of the canyon called 
Taurus-Uttrow. 


Cernan and Schmitt will 


spend 71 hours on the moon, 
make three excursions in an 
electric car and collect about 
W pounds of rocks. 


Apollo IT'S third crewman, 


Ronald E. Evans, remained 
aboard the command ship, 
America. 


Preparations for the landing 


went smoothly, with America 
and Challenger undocUng and . 
separating as ptenxad.

Evans threw switches to un- 


dock the moon landing craft 
and Challenger sprang free. 


Cernan and Schmitt began fi- 


nal preparations for a dive to a 
lunar touchdown at 2:96 pjn. 
EST and Evans started the 
three days of solo moon orbit- 
tag aboard America. 


The astronauts awoke to mu- 


sic this morning, piped up to 
them by Mission Control at 
about 7:44 EST., as they com- 
pleted their Mth orbit of the 
moon. 


Cernan and Schmitt will 


spend the remainder of the 


morning putting on their space- 
suits and starting up the sys- 
tems of their lunar module for 
the 2:K pan. decent to the 
barren surface of the moon.

hind the moon and out of touch 
with Mission Control at I:M 
p.m.

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Simpson to stay in Buffalo 
O.J. can still look on bright side 
The Pock is tack in playoffs

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 


Emerson Boozer, no tortoise 
himself, says that O. J. 
Simpson of the Buffalo Bills 
is undoubtedly the best half- 
back in pro football. 


"O. J. makes three or four 


moves before he hits the line 
of scrimmage," said Boozer, 
the Jets' star halfback. "No 
one — not Floyd Little, not 
Larry Brown, not me — has 
the fantastic a b i l i t y to 
change 
directions 
on a 
nickel." 


Unfortunately, O. J. has to 


work harder because you 
can't get two cents for his 
offensive line. Injuries and 
ineptitude have accounted 
for this. 


Runners have been known 


to enjoy blocking. Yet Simp- 
son is leading the American 
Football Conference in rush- 
ing without that luxury. 


"I put my head down and 


turn on the old zoomer," 
says Simpson. 


That's not altogether how 


he does it. Nimble as a but- 
terfly, O. J. tucks the ball in 
the crook of his arm and 
goes d a r t i n g in and out 
along the line, sniffing for a 
hole, peeking to see if may- 
be his guard or tackle has 
tripped and bowled over a 
shocked defender. 


He has been used to pick 


up most of the yardage for 
the Bills, as well as to, sadly, 
save the quarterback. At the 
end of a recent game against 
the Jets, which the Bills lost 
41-3, Simpson ran the last 
hopeless cluster of plays. 
Coach Lou Saban says it was 
not to help O. J. pick up 
ground on his rushing leader- 
ship. 


"I told thorn not to pass 


because our line couldn't pro- 
tect the passer," Saban said, 
recalling that one quarter- 
back, Mike Taliaferro had 
suffered a shoulder injury 
when sacked. "And I didn't 
want to lose another one." So 
Simpson, a thoroughbred, be- 
came a Clydesdale. 


Simpson, now in his fourth 


year in pro football, has suf-

fered the artist's greatest 
agony; an inability to demon- 
strate his skills. In college 
he had been compared to 
Red Grange, was named col- 
lege athlete of the decade 
and broke numerous national 
records as a star for the 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


In 1969 he was drafted by 


the Bills. John Ranch was 
the coach then and for some 
oblique reason persisted in 
trying to make one of the 
world's most gifted runners 
a blocker and pass receiver. 
"We weren't enemies, but 
we didn't agree on football 
philosophy," says Simpson of 
Rauch "I felt kind of worth- 
less. 


Harvey Johnson took over 


for Rauch and still there was 


little improvement. 
Chaos 


was created not only in the 
backfield; it spread through- 
out the team. The Bills lost 
more games (40) than any 
other team in pro football in 
those first 
three O., J. 
seasons. 


"Last year was the worst 
part of my career in Buf- 
falo," recalls Simpson. Opti- 
mism had burst. He was in 
the third year of his four- 
year contract, and was going 
to the front office to ask to 
be traded." 


"I was sort of headed off," 


he said. He was told that 
Saban was to be the new 
coach. Simpson knew that 
Saban, former Denver coach, 
had men like Little and 
Cookie Gilchrist do a lot of 
running. In fact Little, Simp- 


son will tell you. ran the hall 
last season exactly 100 times 
more than he. 


So O. J. allowed himself 


wondrous thoughts. Before. 
he says. "I've been home and 
saw myself in Miami's back- 
field, with Miami's blocking, 
quite a few times." When he 
came to training camp, O. J. 
saw a dream come true. An 
offensive line was indeed 
emerging. Then, incredibly. 
Rellly, Goode, Jarvis, Me- 
Kentie, Cheek, Costa. Kindifl. 
to name a few Bills' interior 
linemen, were hobbled. End 
of dream, resumption of 
nightmare. 


How easy for the celebrat- 


ed 0. J. to pout. Yet he does 
not. "Hey,* he says, bereft 
of deceit. "You play for W 
minutes. Forget the score." 


"But I guess It's food to 


see the other side," he adds. 
"My wife cays I'm more 
mature now. I look more to- 
ward security than the offl- 
ine Super Bowl, my name ta 
the papers. Before, I be- 
longed to the public. Now 
I'm more of a married man. 
I sort of take my time. Once 
we never entertained, too 
much goin' on. Now, v ell, we 
invite people up to our 
place." 


His heralded name came 


from college days. Although 
he has had decent enough 
pro running seasons before 
1972 — leading his team ta 
yards gained rushing with 
097, 488, 742 - he has never 
even been in the Pro Bowl. 
This season he will surely 
gain over 1,000 yards (the 
runners' milestone) and a 
place in the NFL all-star 
game. 


He says he is not consid- 
ering playing out his option 
next season. "I don't think it 
would be right for the other 
guys here who can't get out 
-if that's the right word," 
he said. "We've lost together 
and we're going to win to- 
gether. I really think we're 
starting to put it together. 
This might sound craxy but 
this is going to be my worst 
off-season oecause I can't 
wait to come back next sea- 
son."

arthritis and the doctor sug- 
gested I move to a warm 
climate. I would like to know 
If I will be eligible for anem- 
ptoyment Insurance If I am 
oat of work for a while. 


Dear L. R.: Unemploy- 


ment benefits are paid in ac- 
cordance with the law of the 
state in which the worker 
earned his qualifying wages. 
Claims under those laws can 
be decided only by the state 
officials who are responsible 
for administering the law. 
Unemployment compensa- 
tion is intended to compen- 
sate workers for lack of 
work. In some states, a 
worker may be eligible if he 
can show that he left his job 
for "good cause." Leaving 
the job for health reasons 
may be good cause in some 
states, but not in others. It 
is impossible to determine 
whether an individual will 
be eligible for benefits prior 
to the time he files a claim. 
You may get more informa- 
tion at your local Employ- 
ment Security Office. 


D. J. of Charleston, S. C., 
writes: Can a company force 
an employe who has worked 
for them for M yean to re- 
tire before age «, aad then 
hire another employe to re- 
place Mm? The employe Is 
still abfe and qualified to 
perform the Job. 


pear D. J.: The Age Dis- 


crimination in Employment 
Act prohibits employers of 
25 or more employes from 
discharging workers aged 40 
to 65 because of their age. 
However, if the employe you 
mention participates in a re- 
tirement plan which states 
that he must retire after a 
certain number of years, 
such as 30 years, but he is 
not yet age 65, his discharge 
may not be in violation of 
the Act. Check with the near- 
est office of the Labor De- 
partment's Wagq and Hour 
Wvisioh* to-'^e' sure, ffs 
listed in the telephone di- 
rectory under U.S. Govern- 
ment.

Dear D. L.: Last summer 
President Nixon signed aa 
amendment to the Equal Pay 
Act which extends the law's 
protection to previously ex- 
empt executive, administra- 
tive, professional employes 
and outside sales people. 
These employes must work 
for companies or institutions 
now covered by the Federal 
Wage and Hour Law. For the 
first time, an estimated 15 
million persons in these 
types of jobs will be pro- 
tected from sex-based wage 
discrimination. 


M. S. of Corvatlls, Ore., 


writes: Could you please tell 
me how unemployment sta- 
tistics are compiled and kew 
accurate the figures are? 


Dear M. S.: The Bureau of 
Census surveys the unem- 
ployment situation for the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
They define unemployed per- 
sons as all penons who did 
not work during the survey 
week, who made specific ef- 
forts to find a job during the: 
previous four weeks and who 
were available for work dur- 
ing the survey week. About 
50,000 households are sur- 
veyed. Since the estimates 
are based on a sample, they, 
are subject to some sam- 
pling variability. However, 
given the relatively large, 
size of the sample, the data 
derived from it are subject 
to relatively small errors. 
For example, the chances 
are 90 out of 100 that the 
over-all number of unem- 
ployed—currently close to 
five million persons—is ac- 
curate within plus or minus 
150,000.

Mandate for Japan minister

TOKYO (AP) - Prime Min- 


ister Kakuei Tanaka's Liberal- 
Democratic party won a gener- 
al-election mandate today for 
his plan to remodel the face of 
Japan. But strong Communist 
and Socialist gains raised the 
threat of trouble in carrying 
out the program. 


The conservative party that 


has ruled Japan since 1948 won 


271 of the 491 seats in the lower 
house of the Diet, and support 
from 14 conservative independ- 
ents who were elected could 
bring the government's major- 
ity to 79. 


That would be 24 votes short 


of the majority in the last 
house. The Liberal-Democrats 
lost 26 seats in the election that 
drew 53 million voters. 


The Socialists again ran sec- 


ond, with 118, a gain of 31, 
while the Communists nearlv

There are 
some references, not to names, 
but to characters or places in 
the books of present writers 
that I personally feel close to." 


The names — for craters, 


flats and mountains — will 
stick only so long as the astro- 
nauts are on the moon and 
serve to identify sites for the 
space scientists on the ground. 


But they'll make a good par- 


lor game for literary whizzes 
who happen to catch a moon-to- 
earth broadcast.

Tanaka conceded that the 


Uberal-Democrats had fallen 
10 seats short of what he had 
hoped for. He said he was as- 


tonished at the Communist in- 
crease.

Maybe, just maybe, when 


Apollo 17 astronauts Eugene A. 
Ccrnan 
and 
Harrison 
H. 


Schmitt step onto the moon 
tonight, they will find one that 
will hold the key to the history 
of the universe. 


From dusty gray, white and 


Mack rocks gathered on five 
previous Apollo missions, sci- 
ence has learned much about 
the earth and the moon. 


But these samples also have 


raised many questions, and 
mysteries still remain. 


And now, the last Apollo 


gives 20th century man one 
more chance to find the rocks 
that will solve the basic puzzle 
of evolution. 
, So far, 594 pounds of lunar 
•rock have been returned to 
earth by lunar missions. 


In a $54 million endeavor, 800 


scientists from the United 
States and 17 foreign countries 
have studied samples of those 
rocks to learn how the moon 
and earth are alike and how 
they're different. 


Another 200 pounds will be 


collected 
by 
Cerium 
and 


Schmitt, a professional geolo- 
gist, during their three seven- 


hour walks in the Taurus-Lit- 
trow area of the moon. 


It could be that one of the 


rocks they bring back will re- 
veal what remains to be known 
about the moon. 


If the area in which the 


Apollo 17 lunar module lands is 
of volcanic origin, then rocks 
there will have been heaved up 
as lava from deep inside the 
moon. 


These would indicate some- 


thing about the character of the 
mwn's interior. And, from this, 
scientists perhaps could learn 
missing links in the history of 
the moon. 


Important questions which re- 


main to be answered include: 


—Where did the moon come 


from and how was it formed? 


—Is there water in the moon; 


was there ever any? 


—Does the moon have a mol- 


ten core such as that of the 
earth? 


—Are there still active vol- 


canoes there? 


From previous moon explor- 


ations, it has been estimated 
that the moon is about 4.6 bil- 
lion years old — about the 
same age as the earth. 


Yet no rock has been found 


which dates to this time. 


"It will be only through 


chance that we will ever find 
one," a scientist remarked at a 
conference on moon research 


earlier this year. 


That rock — a survivor from 


an unbelievably ancient time of 
beginnings - 
could be dis- 


covered in the valley of Taoraa- 
Uttrow and returned to 
by Apollo 17.
